The group 
recommended the com m ittee continue 
to work with county officials to have 
enacted a county 
zoning

The sub-com m ittee’s 
recom m enda­ 
tions include the following classifica­ 
tions: 


The first, known as II I A provides 
! ¡i zone for single family dwellings, 
litiesi houses would he allowed in this 
area under certain 
conditions 
and 
hotels would he perm itted, provided 
that they occupy an area of not less 
than ten acres of ground and cover 
a floor area of not m ore than tliirty- 
ifive per cent of the ten acres occu­ 
pied. 
T his zone would also restrict 
the size of residential lots, subdivided 
in rlie future, to not less than nine 
; thousand square feet in area. 


The second classification, known as 
R-2-A, sets aside an area for 
"group 
dwellings,” which would include 
du­ 
plexes, courts, apartm ents and hotels 
providing that they occupy a terri­ 
tory of not less than 
one 
acre 
of 
ground. 


Classification C 1 A would provide a 
retail 
com m ercial 
area 
prohibiting 
m anufacturing or am usem ent resorts 
w ithin this zone. 
And C-2-A would 
be a zone known as "Heavy Connner 
d a l” perm itting light m anufacturing 
for local consum ption only, pool halls, 
bowling alleys, etc. 


The fifth classification, known 
as 
H-A would protect the roads not eov 
jre d by the other zones, principally 
those approaching 
the 
community, 
against unsightly stands, 
billboards, 
undesirable businesses such as junk 
yards, second hand yards, etc.

Just made my annual week-end trip 
to Hoover Dam, and as usual, re­ 
turned via Searchlight, Needles, and 
the aqueduct road. 
It's still Hoover 
Dam to some of us, for Herbert 
Hoover was more responsible for its 
construction than any other presi­ 
dent was for a namesake dam. 
Her­ 
bert Hoover was chairman of 
the 
Colorado River Commission 
that 
made it possible for the states 
to 
agree on a plan under which the 
dam could be built and was presi­ 
dent of the United States when the 
work 
was 
started. 
As 
everyone 
knows, the name Boulder Dam is a 
misnomer, for the dam is not 
in 
Boulder canyon, but 20 miles below, 
in Black Canyon. 


The guiding light and inspira­ 
tion of my family, who gets a 
greater thrill from viewing the 
works of the Creator, such as 
arc to be found in the national 
parks, rather than the engineer­ 
ing nchievments of puny man, 
has offered to obtain a list of all 
the dams in the country, and 
take me on one big dam trip un­ 
til I have had my fill of dams. 
I hope that is a promise. 


If the Creator had tilled up the 
gap in Black canyon a few hundred 
years ago and thus formed a vast 
lake and waterfall surpassing Niagara 
in height, we would all he accus­ 
tomed to it by this time, 
and 
al­ 
though it would he one of the dozen 
wonders ot America, it would be no 
more wonderful than the creation of 
a fly or flower. But when 4,000 hu­ 
man ants toil for four years to ac­ 
complish the same thing, it fascinates 
me. I could spend days viewing that 
great 
project, 
marvelling 
at 
the 
works of man. 


Did you ever stop to con­ 
template how the harnessing of 
the Colorado river is transform­ 
ing the entire Southwest? Thou­ 
sands of men have been, and 
are 
being given 
employment 
during 
these 
otherwise 
lean 
years to build Hoover Dam, the 
Metropolitan aqueduct, All-Am­ 
erican canal, Parker and Impe­ 
rial dams, power 
houses 
and 
transmission 
lines; and thou­ 
sands more have been and still 
are busy supplying 
the 
mate­ 
rials. 
W ith the advent of this 
abundance of water and power, 
combined with the mild all-year 
climate, fertile soil and 
scenic 
grandeur of Southern Califor­ 
nia. there will come the great­ 
est era of 
development 
and 
prosperity in the metropolitan 
area of the Southwest this or 
I 
any other generation has expe­ 
rienced. 
W f cannot help 
but 
marvel over the achievements of 
puny men when we view the 
results and contemplate the fu­

ture.

He mentioned the educa­ 
tional cost per pupil, which has stead­ 
ily decreased during the last four 
years. The A.D.A. of the school has 
increased to 245 over 189 four years 
ago. Banning high now offers a lim­ 
ited amount of shop and commercial 
training. 
The commencement address by H. 
V. Adams, vice-president of the Se­ 


curity First National Bank of Los An­ 
geles. was the type of address high 
school students and laymen could ap­ 
preciate. His subject "Our Greatest 
Industry—Our Schools," was present­
